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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for the "coffee cartridge" recited in claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 5-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Illy in view or Perlman et al. 

There is disclosed in Illy a coffee maker comprising: a water supply reservoir 2; a 
pump 4 associated with the reservoir; a boiler 3 connected to the pump to receive 
water; a hot water supply unit 8, 1 0, 1 1 ; a filter holder means 1 6 for housing a portion of 
ground coffee (cartridge or pod) 21; a coffee delivery means 19; wherein the supply unit 
and filter holder of coupled together by a bayonet connection. 

Perlman discloses a coffee maker wherein a hot water supply unit 20 is coupled 
to a filter holder 22 with a seal 28 by way of a hinge 26, and wherein the trajectory of the 
coupling movement lies on a plane substantially perpendicular to the median plane of a 
coupling of the supply unit and the filter holder. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the coupling 
means of Illy with that taught in Perlman, in order to allow access to the ground coffee 
without complete removal of the filter holder from the hot water supply means. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 11 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 25 February 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Perlman fails to disclose a hatch hinged to the machine on 
one end and coupled to the wall of the body of the machine on an end opposite the 
hinge. Figures 2 and 3 of Perlman show a hinge 26 attached, by way of a bracket or L- 
shaped wall portion, to a wall 12 of the machine on one end and coupled to a wall 14 of 
the body of the machine on an end opposite the hinge.
